The Holstein-Friesian bull Sarcastic 
Lad No. 23971, was purchased by the 
Department of Dairy Husbandry, Uni- 
versity of Illinois, at the Holstein-Fries- 
ian sale held recently at the World’s 
Fair grounds, St. Louis. 

For five years this bull stood at the 
head of the herd owned by Gillett & 
Son of Rosendale, Wisconsin, which is 
one of the best herds in the country. 
Last spring he was purchased by the 
World’s Fair Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation and taken to St. Louis as head of 
the herd at the Holstein-Friesian test 
barn. 

Although this Association was obliged 
to select a herd on short notice it suc- 
ceeded in bringing together a group of 
females of great productive ability. In 
order to make this herd complete it was 


necessary to have a great sire which 


they found in the noted bull Sarcastic 
Lad. All things considered he is, per- 
haps, or soon will be the most noted 


Holstein-Friesian bull in America.

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The Tuberculin Test. 
By Veranus A. Moore, Ithaca, N. Y. 
| Prof. of Comparative Pathology and 
Bacteriology, N. Y. State Vet. College. ] 
The slow development of tuberculosis, 





especially in cattle, renders a method of 
making a positive diagnosis in those in 
which the disease is but slightly ad- 
vanced a matter of very great import- 
ance. The time seems to have come 
when every cattle owner must recognize 
the fact that it is not profitable or good 
business to have tuberculous animals 
in his herd. This is especially true 
of those who are keeping blooded stock 
and who are selling animals for breed- 
ing purposes to go to all parts of the 
country. On the other hand, a man 
who has a herd free from this disease 
cannot afford to buy an = animal in- 
fected with it and which, sooner or later, 
will be very apt to spread the disease 
to his uninfected cattle. It is for the 
protection of the buyer who is anxious 
to protect his own herd that the tuber- 
culin test is of the greatest value. 

During recent vears, a good many 
unpleasant and unjust things have been 
said concerning the efficiency of tuber- 
culin in diagnosing tuberculosis. It has 
been charged that it excites the disease 
in the infected animal, that it produces 
disease in the healthy, and that it is 
not reliable. The facts in the case are, 
that tuberculin does not excite a latent 
tubercle into activity, that it does not 
produce tuberculosis in a healthy animal, 
and that it is as reliable as any test 
known to medical science. 

Tuberculin is prepared from cultures 
of tubercle bacilli that have first been 
boiled much longer than is necessary 
in order to kill the bacteria, then passed 
through a filter that will remove all the 


bacteria, and again heated to concentrate 
the fluid for a time more than neces- 
sary to destroy the life of the organisms 
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if any should be present. These nec- 
essary procedures in its preparation are 
quite sufficient to give a product that 
is absolutely free from living tubercle 
bacilli. It cannot, therefore, under any 
circumstances produce specific tubercu- 
lar lesions. In reference to its exciting 
latent tubercles it was thought by the 
earlier observers of this test that the 
tuberculin did excite chronic cases and 
tended to spread the infection. Sub- 
sequent examinations, however, con- 
vinced them that t's was not so and 
that tuberculin could be used with im- 
punity for detecting tuberculous animals. 
Personally, I have examined many 
hundreds of cattle that have been de- 
stroyed after reacting to tuberculin, and 
that were killed from a few days to 
several months after the test was made, 
but I have not found a single case which 
suggested even that the tuberculin in- 
fluenced the character of the diseased 
areas. More than this, tuberculin is 
being used daily by thousands of veter- 
inarians throughout the world and no- 
where in the discussion of its use are 
effects fol- 
Tuberculin is also considered

are using it. 

It is necessary, of course, that tuber- 
culin should be properly used and that 
all conditions of the animal that might 
tend to modify its usual ‘reaction are 
taken into account and that such animals 
are not brought into th2 test at that 
time. We feel like protesting against 
the charges made against tuberculin 
that are based on results following its 
improper use. 

The tuberculin reaction consists simply 
in a temporary rise of temperature. 
This elevation begins in from six to ten 
hours after the injection of the tuber- 
culin, continues to rise for from two 
to four hours, to remain at an elevatton 
of from one and a half to four degrees 
above the maximum normal temperature 
for from two to four hours, when it 
gradually goes down to the normal. 
There may be a condition of the animal 
suggesting a chill at the beginning of 
the elevation of the temperature which 
may continue for a shorter or longer 
time. This, however, is not common. 
In case of milch cows there may be some 
shrinking of the milk on the day of the 
test due to the rise of temperature. If 
all cf the necessary precautions for the 
administration of the tuberculin are 
taken, the effect upon the animal is 
restricted to the rise of temperature 
and possibly to the chill mentioned. 

It is an unfortunate fact that tuber- 
culin reacts quite as readily in animals 
that are but slightly affected as it does 
in those in which the disease is much 
more advanced. In cases of very ad- 
vanced tuberculosis, tuberculin some- 
times fails to give a rise of temperature. 


In these cases, however, the condition 
of the animal is such that a ptysical 
examination shows it to be in a_ bad 
condition. In using tuberculin, there- 
fore, the reaction must be taken to 
mean that the animal is suffering with 
tuberculous lesions which may be very 
slight or very extensive we cannot tell 
which. The only positive thing that 
it tells us is that the animal is tuber- 
culous. 

The investigations of 
have shown that the time that expires 
after the tubercle bacilli get into the 
tissues of the animal before they pro- 
duce a tubercular nodule is very in- 
definite. In this respect tuberculosis 
differs from a number of the commonly 
recognized infectious diseases. The 
time between infection and the begin- 


tuberculosis 


ning of the disease is known as the 
period of incubation and during this 
time tuberculin does not give a reaction. 
This is very important for a person may 
test an animal that may be standing 
beside a tuberculous cow and it fails to 
react but in three or six months there- 
after it will react. An explanation for 
this condition is that this animal was 
infected at the time of the first test but 
the disease had not begun to develop. 
At the second test the seed, so to speak, 
had taken root and the disease had 
begun and consequently the tuberculin 
gave a reaction. As the period of in- 
cubation is known to vary from a few 
days to several months in tuberculosis, 
it is evident that it is not safe to buy an 
animal from a tuberculous herd as being 
free from the disease because it does not 
react at the time it is removed. To be 
sure that the animal is free from the 
infection it must be retested after suf- 
ficient time has passed for the disease 
to develop.,This is very important in 
the purchase of animals because the 
disease is almost always introduced in 
an uninfected herd by the bringing into 
it of an infected animal. Tuberculin is 
a very valuable agent but it must be 
properly used and applied under the 
proper conditions and at suitable inter- 
vals in order that it may be to its user 
the trusted detector of tuberculosis that 
it really is. 
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A school examination paper on physi- 
ology gives this interesting bit of in- 
formation; “The Alimentary Canal was 
first commenced by a Frenchman in 1607. 
It was bought by President Roosevelt, 
and he is going to finish building it.”

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Horses Dive for Fodder. 





correspondent writing 
from Australia: “While riding on 
a cattle station in Western  Aus- 
tralia, Henry Taunton had an op- 
portunity of seeing a remarkable in- 
stance of the way in which animals 
can adapt themselves to their sur- 
roundings. 

“On the upper reaches of the river

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there was a large pool just fordable 
at most times, but in the dry season 
very low,” he says. “Among the 
horses making their run in the vicin- 
ity of this pool, an old mare and a 
number of foals and yearlings used 
to come down every day in the long, 
dry summer, when the herbage was 
scant and scorched into dryness. 

They waded into the pool until 
the water nearly reached their heads 
and stood there for hours diving 
to the bottom for a mouthful of suc- 
culent weeds, which they chewed at 
leisure with their dripping heads 
raised above the water. 

“The first time I witnessed this 
strange sight was during a dry sea- 
son, when I was riding with the 
overseer in search of some strayed

stock. As we approached the pool, 
my companion bade me keep quiet 
if I desired to see something well 
worth looking at.

My 
wonder was soon at an end, when I 
saw one of their heads — suddenly 
come out with a mouthful of drip- 
ping weeds. No sooner was this 
mouthful disposed of than the head 
disappeared in search of another. 

“The overseer told me that dur- 
ing a long drouth some five or six 
years previous, when hardly a ves- 
tige of feed was left on the run, and 
bush fires had laid bare the sand

plains, the old mare had discovered 
that there was plenty of luscious 
feed at the bottom of the pools, 
which could be procured by diving 
for it; and, having once put her dis- 
covery into practice, she continued 
to do out of preference what she had 
been driven to do out of necessity.

Concerning the purchase we have just 
made of the well known Village Farm 
Herd, consisting of 170 head, owned by 
W. C. Hunt. Liverpool, N. Y., we shall 
attempt to say but little at this time; 
bat we feel it to be due Mr. Hunt, who 
row retires from active participation in 
Holstein affairs in the Kast, that some 
mention be made of the important. in- 
fhieree be has exercised on the. dey elop- 
ment of the breed durmg recent vears, 
and also that some public expression be 
given of the loss which we, as astern 
breeders, are sustaining by his removal 
to the distant field of his new operations.

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to the corruption existing in our mu- 
nicipal governments, and the result is, 
inferior public construction everywhere. 
The same is also to be observed in our 
private corporations. 

In Kurope, not how cheap but how 
good is the first question of consider- 
ation, and there is no chance for a half 
a dozen to steal. All stone and bridge 
work is heavy and built to stay. 1 saw 
a steel bridge over the Rhine at Mayence. 
It is a work of art as well as a bridge. 
A Pittsburg firm has offered to build 
a new bridge at a more convenient lo- 
cation just for the steel in this old one. 

The turn-pikes are as beautiful as a 
private road leading up to an Ameri- 
can mansion. “Of course, they have 
been a thousand years in constructing 
all these,” you will say. 

All the more to their credit, then, that 
they keep them up, for the life of a 
turn-pike is only a few years. 

The road-beds of the railways through- 
out Europe are more solid and _ better 
kept than in America, and especially is 
this true in Italy. Here the govern- 
ment owns the railways. There is no 
jobbery in their construction. What- 
ever is done is done right. Why, if 
there were such a road-bed in America, 
as I have seen here in Italy, people would 
travel to see it as one of the curiosities. 
The difference in public construction, 
here and at home, is the difference be- 
tween “slow and good” and “quick and 
cheap,” and I should have included the 
difference between honesty and dis- 
honesty. 

Don’t be offended my friends, and 
don't think I am less an American be- 
cause [ tell the truth. 

America is necessarily crude in some 
things, because it is a new country. It 
is not expected to do it all in a hundred 
years. But there are some things in 
which it is not crude, and one of them 
is municipal corruption, and this cor- 
ruption is affecting public improvements 
of all kinds, it is affecting art, education, 
ves, it is affecting even the life of our 
nation. 

Let us not be so bigoted in our love 
and pride of country, that we will re- 
main blind to the evils and dangers that 
menace it. Let us not be so bigoted 
that we will imagine we have all the 
virtues and good things of existence.

During the period from Jan. 27th to Feb. 7th, records of thirty-eight cows made previous to eight months from 
calving and the record of one cow made subsequent to eight months from calving were approved. 

Of the seven-day records during the earlier period fourteen full-age cows averaged: aged 6 years, 2 months, 
29 days; days from calving 30; milk 448.8 lbs.; quality 3.36 per cent; fat 15.033 lbs. Three four-year-olds aver- 
aged: age 4 years, 5 months, 5 days; days from calving 26; milk 486.4 lbs.; quality 3.19 per cent; fat 15.450 
lbs. ‘Ten three-year-olds averaged: age 3 years, 5 months, 2 days; days from calving 38; milk 352.6 Ibs.; qual- 
ity 3.27 per cent; fat 11.436 Ibs. ‘len two-year-olds averaged: age 2 years, 3 months; days fromcalving 39 ; 
milk 281.1 lbs.: quality 3.24 per cent; fat 9.068 Ibs. The record made eight months subsequent to calving was of 
a cow 8 years, 11 months, 27 days old at date of calving and was commenced 264 days thereafter. Her product 
was 331 Ibs. milk containing 11.138 Ibs. fat. She was not in calf. Her earlier record was 473 lbs. milk containing 
15.335 Ibs. fat. 

Five fourteen-day records were also approved. A full-age cow produced 36.167 Ibs. fat; a four-year-old pro- 
duced 32.594 Ibs. fat; a three-year-old produced 26.732 Ibs. fat. 

Of the two cows that made twenty-one-day records one a four-year-old produced 46.842 Ibs. fat; the other a 
three-year-old produced 39.446 Ibs. fat.

During the period from Feb. 7th to 14th, 1905, reports of forty-one cows were confirmed, all of which made 
seven-day records, thirty-seven soon after freshening and four after eight months from freshening. A review of the 
latter is quite interesting. These four cows in their second test averaged: age at date of calving 2 years, 1 month, 
8 days; milk per day 30.7 lbs.; fat per day 1.035 lbs. They averaged during their first test made soon after calving 
47.3 Ibs. milk per day and 1.554 lbs. butter fat. ‘The average product of these extreme periods was 39 lbs. milk and 
1.295 lbs. fat per day. ‘These multiplied by 283, the number of days from calving to close of last test, gives 11,037 
lbs. milk and 366.5 lbs. fat as the average product for the whole period. This estimate from two tests, each for 
seven days, one made in the earlier part of the period covered by the 283 days and the other in the last seven days 
of this period seems to be as just as an estimate made from a single day’s test, or a two-day test each month. It 


will be noticed that the period covered is nine and one-third months.
